Milam County presses ham radio into service

CAMERON - Hurricane Rita was the impetus that propelled Franklin 
Stewart from his comfortable pose as local VFW commander and oil com- 
pany retiree into the minuteman role as volunteer amateur radio communica- 
tions leader for Milam County’s Homeland Security Department. 

Before the hurricanes of 2005, Stewart leisurely used his amateur radio 
skills to visit other ham operators across the United States, and mused at the 
opportunity to chat with the Space Shuttle crew via his desktop transmitter in 
Cameron. 

Susan Reinders, Milam County’s homeland security director, knew about 
Stewart’s ham radio hobby, and recruited him into service when Hurricane 
Rita threatened the Texas coast and appeared to be headed toward Central 
Texas. 

Stewart set up his antenna and ham radio set at the Milam County Court- 
house’s homeland security headquarters in Cameron to ensure emergency 
management officials could communicate if the storm struck. 

“Everything I came across in state and regional planning stated that ama- 
teur radio is the backup system for communications and we didn’t have a 
radio,” Mrs. Reinders said. “Mr. Stewart brought in his equipment and set up 
his antenna in the courthouse yard.”

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FEATURED ON 60 MINUTES 

A ham who has deeply involved himself in finding a cure for cancer was 
featured on the Sunday, April 13" edition of the CBS news program 60 
Minutes. Bill Pasternak, WA6ITF, watched the segment and has more: 

John Kanzius, K3TUP, of Erie Pennsylvania, has been working on an 
RF- based treatment for cancer that is currently undergoing testing. Kan- 
Hsius says he was motivated to find a cancer cure after witnessing the 
g pained expressions of children suffering from the disease and undergoing 
chemotherapy. This at a time when he to was undergoing the same treat- 
ment for Leukemia. Determined that there had to be a better alternative he 
believed that radio held the key. Knowing that R-F can heat metal, 
K3TUP reasoned that a tumor injected with something metallic could be 
destroyed without harm to the rest of a patients body. The answer to the 
need for an injectible metal came in the form of recently developed car- 
bon and gold nano-particles that can be introduce directly into a tumor and 
then radiated with a machine that K3TUP designed and built. Initial ex- 
periments on lab animals have proved promise in the system but many 
more trials are needed before the treatment can be tried on humans. Can- 
cer researchers interviewed on the program said that they are very excited 
about John Kanzius discoveries. No research dollars are now flowing into 
a pair of studies on animals. This, in the hope of refining the system to 
where it can not just also destroy localized tumor but also to keep the can- 
cer cells from spreading to other parts of the body. Much of the 60 min- 
utes report was dedicated to this ongoing work. John Kanzius, K3TUP, 
says he hopes it happens in his lifetime. At the studio in Los Angeles, I’m 
Bill Pasternak, WAO6ITF, for the Amateur Radio Newsline.
